A Weekly Review of National Affairs 
(By Wilfrid Eggleston) 


Ottawa, Sept. 28rd Wheat cuts 
such a large figure in the economy ot 
Canada that every province is inter- 
ested, directly or indirectly, in what 
happens to the crop. The buying pow- 
er of the prairies is reflected in every 
economic area; the transportation and 
port facilities of B. C. and the Mari- 
times, as well as Ontario and Quebec, 
are affected by the size and character 
of the crop. 

The first official estimate of 
yield has been made, and it is 
possible to summarize the situation: 

1—The total wheat crop this year, 
east and west, spring wheat and fall, 
runs to about 1188 million bushels. 
Back in 1928 the wheat crop was 566 
million bushels. That was a record; 
the average over the past ten years is 
perhaps 350 million. There is, then, 
roughly, a half-crop for the Dominion 
as a whole, 

2—The prairie wheat crop is estim- 
ated at 164 million bushels. ‘This is 
the lowest figure sincce 1914, when 
about the same amount was raised on 
about 40 per cent of the 1987 acreage. 

3—Domestiec requirements of one 
sort of another— call it ‘Apparent 
Home Consumption’ if you will— us- 
ually run to 100 millions or better. 
The average of the past ten years is 
somewhat higher. Canadians eat, as 
flour, from 45 to 50 million bushels; 
farmers plant 35 to 40 millions; sever- 
al millions go for chicken food, hig 
feed, ete. Deduct this from the current 
crop, and you have only about 80 mil- 
lions available for export. 

4—Canada thus tumbles sharply 
from her usual place as the leading 
wheat exporter of the world, She has 
exported, in a single year, as high as 
4 millions (1928-29). 
5—Transportation and storage com- 
panies, with an abnormally small crop 
to hold and move, will naturally suffer 
in the current twelve months, 

6—The neat return to the wheat far- 
mer of Canada, of the wheat which he 
will have to sell, may be somewhat 
higher than last year. In 1936, when 
the total yield was 229 millions, he 
sold or fed (allowing 40 millions for 
his own seed) 189 millions, at an av- 
erdge price of 89 cents, or $168,210,- 
000. This year, with 148,000,000 bush- 
els to sell, either in domestic markets 
or abroad, he will have to average 
$1.14 a bushel to obtain as much, So 
far he has done, perhaps, a trifle bet 
ter than that, 

7—The wheat failure— for that 
matter the failure in all grain crops —

| (b) Saskatchewan bore the rull 


brunt of the drought. As comared with 

j last year’s light crop, of 117 millions, 
| this year the estimate is only 35 mil- 
jlions. It should be remembered that 
| Saskatchewan probably sowed 17 mil- 
}lion bushels last spring, and thus got 
‘its seed back, plus enough seed — for 
next spring. The greatest wheat prov- 
, ince in Canadai— perhaps in the world 
—having perhaps, to import wheat! 
The idea is almost fantastic. 

(c) Manitoba has a crop of 53 mil- 
lions, as compared with 28 millions in 
1936 and 23 millions in 1985. With cur- 
rent prices, the Manitoba wheat farm- 
er will make more money from his 
crop than for many years, 

(d) Ontario had a heavy fall- 
wheat crop. As compared with 12 1-2 
, Million last year and about the same 
in 1935, this year the yield is over 20 
millions. With current high prices the 
Ontario farmer will make a lot more 
from wheat than he has done for a 
number of years.

“The low wheat yields in the West 
of recent years have been caused al- 
most as much by loss of fibre and de- 
pletion of soil fertility as by lack of 
rainfall!” 

This startling statement is widely 
believed, I find, by people in Kastern 
Canada. If it is true then the future 
for the West {3 bleak indeed. 

But what do the actual records re- 
veal? 

The average longtime wheat yield 
per acre for the whole West is 16.4 
bushels, but the four comparatively re- 
cent years, 1925 to 1928, averaged an 
nually 20.1 bushels to the acre, a high- 
er yield for any four years in the his- 
tory of the West, excepting for one 
period from 1901 to 1904, when it was 
21 bushels, 

Fields and districts that have been 
cropped for 50 or 60 years— some in 
the drought area— are this year giv- 
ing fine yields. On theother hand, in 
very early days, quite low yields were 
at times registered,
